Japan is Landing Her Fourth Army 
in Corea. 


Hold Inquest Over the Late 
J. J. Henager. 


No inquest was considered necessary 
in the case of J. J, Henager, the un- 
fortunate man who was found in a 
dying condition on Saturday in & 
shack in the rear of the Great West 
Land Company’s block. 

About half past one to his fellow 
Toomer, W. P. McDonald, deceased 
had expressed his intention of mak- 
ing way with himself. Mr. McDon- 
ald, though not taking it seriously at 
first, finally: grew suspicious and went 
down street for Chief of Police Dean. 
When they arrived but a few min- 
utes later, the unfortunate man was 
lying on the bed apparently dying. 
Coroner Braithwaite and Dr. Hyslop- 
were summioned and were on the spot 
probably not ten minutes after the 
poison had been taken. The -coandi- 
tion of the sufferer indicated that he 
had taken carbolic acid, and though 
every effort was made to counteract 
the poison, he expired about an hour 
afterward. The police at once took 
the body in tharge and arrangements 
were made for interment. 

Under the circumstances it was not 
considered necessary to hold an in- 
quest. { 

Deceased was apparently a middle- 
aged man and came to Edmonton 
from Rossland, B. C., about a year 
since, He was a married man and 
his family from whom he had been 
separated for some time, reside in the 
United States. He was a ticket-of- 
leave man and was required to report 
to the police every month. 

No definite course for the rash act 
is known, though deceased is report- 
ed to have undergone financial trou- 
bles since coming here. No papers 
throwing light on the matter were 
found, and except the remark made 
to Mr. McDonalé& he is not known te 
have expressed any intentions of tak- 
ing his own life. Parties with whom 
Henager conversed Saturday forenoon 
saw nothing unusual in his demean- 
or, nor did he, either in appearance 
or conversation, indicate depression 
or agitation. ~
